He said that the passing 
rate on the last examination varied - 
100% on the Novice and Extra, and 42% 
for the General. 


To give you some idea of how many 
exam sessions took place last year by 
this VEC nationwide = 1,500 
approximately - 103 took place in the 
sixth call area. That's sort of an average 
nationwide. The other two extremes - 
we had 1 in Alaska but 200 in Zero land. 

lt appears that people have the most 
problem passing the thirteen word a 
minute code test. Guy states that it 
appears to be the breaker for most 
people. it has a forty-one percent 
passing rate which is the lowest of all 
the others. In terms cf the others, 
Novice has an eighty-eight percent 
passing rate (five words per minute) and 

the Extra (twenty words per minute) a 
sixty-two percent passing rate which 1s 
considerably higher. On the average, 
fifty-eight percent of all people do pass 
their exams. in terms of overall 
upgrades, sixty-seven percent of 
Technicians and Generals, 7,000, and 
approximately 1,500 Extras upgraded 
last year. 

Guy stated that this should give 
everyone a good idea of what the 
examination process is all about. It is a 
very busy process and things seem to be 
working out very well. The classes 
dovetail as far as far as the Mt. Diablo 
Amateur Radio Club is concerned. We are 
very nicely into the exam program and all 
the examiners and teachers are doing a 
very good job. If anyone knows of 
someone who is interested in becoming a 
ham, do not hesitate to contact him.

Saturday, May 17, is Armed 
Forces Day. The U. S. Navy has 


extended us an invitation to 
operate their equipment at the 
Skaggs Island Communication Sta- 
tion (Callsign NPG). 

Operators will operate cross- 
band, using Navy frequencies to 
transmit, and listening on the 
amateur bands. Operators will 
receive all QSL cards for the 
contacts they make. 

Skaggs Island is located north 
of Highway 37, in Solano County, 
about 45 minutes from Walnut 
Creek. This is the site of the 
Navy receivers. They will pro- 
vide antenna connections, power, 
and key or mike connections. You 
may use their receivers (which do 
not tune continuously) or bring 
your own. If you bring your own, 
disable the transmitter. 

The Navy transmitters are 
located near Stockton, and run 50 
kw. There will be ten operating 
positions for amateur radio. We 
have responsibility for manning 
the following positions:
